Threatens te Kill Them. 

But the robber leader, whom 
they called “Jimmy, the wild 
man,” told them he would follow 
them and kill them if they told 
police. They pondered the threat 
24 hours before going to the FBI. 

Meanwhile the robbers crowded 
themselves, their luggage and 
their six captives into the newly 
stolen car and began the wildest 
part of their kidnap-robbery 
spree. 

A young Maine couple managed 
to escape at a traffic light here 
and set off an intensive ground- 
air search. 

That car and their luggage 
were later found abandoned, but 
the robbers stole two other cars 
and kidnaped five more persons 
before finally releasing the last 
known victim. !

070 for Dewey, Republican, and 
43,393 for Thurmond, States’ 
Rights Democrat. If Eisenhower 
can get 65 or 70 ‘per cent of this 
Dixiecrat vote, he may have Vir- 
ginia’s 12 electoral votes. 


In 1944, when a considerable 
number of: Democrats were off 
the reservation because they op- 
posed President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Roosevelt carried the 
state with 242,000 votes to 145,000 
for Dewey. Ever since 1936 the 
opposition to the New Dealers and 
Fair Dealers has been developing 
in Virginia.

hower ghost-writers get up at 4 
a.m. to write another speech 
when: they had hit their berths 
only after midnight. 

However, Senator Lodge. is in 

no way to blame. The man who 
put Cutler on the Eisenhower 
train, believe it or not, is none 
other than-.Justice Felix Frank- 
furter of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 
' ‘Only a few people know it, but 
Frankfurter, who is considered a 
product of the New Deal, and 
who was elevated by President 
Roosevelt to the highest court in. 
the land, has been flirting with 
the Republicans. In fact, he's 
been more than flirting. 

Never happy unless he has his 
finger in  politics—despite his 
position on the Supreme Court— 
Felix has been an expert in put- 
ting hig men in key positions in 
government. And following this 
pattern, he put his man on the 
Eisenhower train. 

Frankfurter’s flirting with Eis- 
enhower came about largely 
through the fact that two of his 
key friends — Kenneth Royall, 
former Secretary of War; and 
Jack McCloy, former commission- 
er to Germany, are now working 
for Eisenhower. 

Note—Some Republicans fear 
that Frankfurter’s dabbling in 
the Eisenhower campaign will 
boomerang. They recall that he 
not only testified for Alger Hiss, 
but was the man‘ who brought 
Hiss to Washington in the first

Or do they re- 
spond to a systematic exploitation of “the big 
doubt” and a contrived campaign of innuendo 
and accusation? : 

The Republican campaign leaders have ob- 
viously decided to stake everything on making 
this presidential contest a replica of the Mary- 
land senatorial election of 1950 which a sena’ 
torial committee denounced as a “back street” 
campaign disregarding “simple decency and 
common honesty.” 

Gov. Stevenson placed the responsibility for 
that Republican decision where it belongs— 
squarely on the shoulders of Gen. Etsenhower. 
The Republican nominee could have determined 
to seek election by other means had he wished. 
He is a free‘American. As he himself insists, 
major decisions of his “crusade” “have been 
and will be mine alone.” As Senator Nixon in- 
sists, Gen. Eisenhower is the captain of the 
team and is calling the signals. 

So when the G.O.P. in these closing days of 
the campaign resorts to the big lie and the big 
doubt, hoping that if enough mud is thrown 
some will stick, Gen. Eisenhower cannot -possibly 
escape the responsibility for it. 

It was of the crusade’s leader, and not only of 
its foot soldiers in the mire, that Gov. Stevenson 
necessarily spoke when he said: 

“Those who would beguile the voters by lies 
or half-truths, or corrupt them by fear and 
falsehood, are committing. spiritual treason 
against our institutions. . . . For in one final 
accounting, ‘what is a man profited if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own soul?’” 
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‘The Archbishop on Immigration

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A Morning Letter 

A lovely letter comes with the morning’s mail. 
It is as fresh and free and beckoning as the salt 
smell of the sea, or the long lines of a high- 
road wandering into the distance, or the flight 
of a bird. That shining new wonder has never 
worn off the world for its author, because he is 
Harry Kemp, the tramp poet. The letter is in Mr. 
Kemp's own hand, and is accompanied: by his 
“latest and best book of verse, a cross-section of 
my work through the years,” signed in red ink 
with a sea-gull’s feather, and itself accompanied 
by a small envelope of sand from Provincetown. 

Mr. Kemp, who explains that it was on Prov- 
incetown’s sand rather than Plymouth Rock 
that the Pilgrim Fathers first canfe on land, is 
president of the Provincetown Pilgrims Associa- 
tion. He writes that he hopes to sell enough 
copies of his book “to start my laying the keel 
of a sailable Mayflower which will not only be 
here in Provincetown harbour but which we will 
be able to go in from here te Plymouth each 
year.” : 

We have been leafing through his book, “Poet 
of the Dunes,” this morning, and, as always, the 
spirit that moves through his lines makes us 
feel that an unexpected beauty lies just past the 
next rise of ground, round the shouldér of the 
hour ahead, on the tip of the first ‘sunrise. “I 
married Song full early: I have gone down 
Song's ways all my days,” he says, and “I’ve got 
what few have, I’ve got the life I want!” The 
tramp poet is 69 now, and the incorruptible 
youth of what he writes is surely proof enough 
that, whatever the number of their years, those 
whom the gods love die young. The pressure on 
him to yield te being staled by custom has been 
an “untold weight,” but he has “stood firm.” ,

Eggs missed him in Detroit and Pontiac, Mich., 
and_ Modesto, Calif. He also avoided a waste- 

“basket in Detroit-and a tomate at Rome, N.Y., 
but’ was hit with a banana in Boston. 
Yet the choice of weapons rears little about

«tion problem that neither the Lower nor the 
Upper Basin did anything more toward an ap- 

_ portionment for 24 year’s after the compact was 
signed. _ | | 

Then, six wears ago, the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion warned that the states were claiming more 
water than there was in the river and that there 
could accordingly be no further progress in the 
building of projects until they agreed among 
themselves. The Upper Basin States thereupon 
came to a settlement. The Lower Basin has still 
been unable to put its house in order. 

The reason the conflict is go severe is that, as 
Gov. Warren of California has said, the size of 
his state’s future will be determined by how 
much water it can get. The same is true of Ari- 
zona. It is true also of some of the states in the 
Missouri Valley. | : 

Arizona now contends that California is tak- 
ing more than its share of water. The Supreme 


Court has directed California to reply within 60 


days, and it will then decide whether Arizona 
can file a suit. 

Meanwhile, because of lack of agreement be- 
tween California and Arizona, more Colorado 
river water than both combined are using is 
wasting into the Gulf of California. 

That is the history of the interstate compact in 
the Colorado River Valley at the end of the 
first 30 years. Is it the kind of history the Mis- 
souri Valley wants for the next 30?

Voting machines are extremely popular among 
Legislative candidates in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. So one would infer from the answers to 
a pojl of the candidates conducted by the League 
of Women Voters. Only three Republican candi- 
dates and seven Democrats declined to go on 
record in favor of legislation authorizing the 
use of voting machines here. 

This is good news if it holds up. Voting ma- 
chine legislation has had a way of getting stalled 
at Jefferson City, year after year. Or when it 
does not get stalled the legislators have a way 
of cutting the city of St. Louis out of the bill. 

Both the city and the county should have had 
authority to install machines long ago. We hope 
the legislative candidates who now say they 
favor the proposal will make good on their 
promise if elected, and we shall be checking up 
to see whether they do.

It must be our hope that 
the sound common sense of the coal miners 
and the wisdom of their leaders will lead 
them to share in the national endeavor to 
remain strong and free. For both the min- 
ers and their leaders must know that free- 
dom—their freedom—cannot survive when 
the supremacy of law is challenged by naked 
power. : 
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An Oath Erased 


After three damaging years of controversy, 
the loyalty oath at the University of California 
has been outlawed. The State Supreme Court 
held unanimously that there was no legal ground 
for singling out teachers for a special political 
‘test. At the same time the court upheld a law 


requiring a loyalty pledge of all state employes. 


When the Board of Regents first imposed the 
test on the university staff, a minority led by 
Gov. Warren objected strenuously. Many profes- 
sors refused to take the oath. But as the months 
went by and the issues seemed to become con- 
fused, the case sifted down to 18 professors who 
were fired for rejecting the oath. ’ 

Now the court has ordered the university to 
reinstate the 18. This is somewhat academic, 
since these distinguished men are working else- 
where. Probably few would return to a campus 
where morale was broken, courses destroyed and 
an academic reputation damaged for no good 
reason. 

No doubt academic freedom sometimes seems 
a vague phrase. But the practical results of 
denying it were clear enough at Berkeley.

As 1932 has slipped further and further 
into the past, liberalism has quietly hard- 
ened.

Unhappily, its credo includes such items 
as belief that dishonesty and disregard for 
ethics are simply a price the natian must 
pay-—indeed, should be pleased to pay— 
in return for liberal government. The 
freedom and the diversity that local re- 
sponsibility permits counts for nothing, 
either, when compared to the benefits of 
a “right” program. 

The G.O.P., tor its part, does to the other 
extreme, Bug-eyed over details—costs, in- 
efficiency, and the like—Republicans do 
not see the large issues.. More and more 
they have become minor demagogues, bel- 
lowing now about socialism, now about 
graft, leaving nothing undone to discredit 
the social and foreign gains wrought by 
“% véars of liberalism. Theirs is a policy 
of opposition, and although if in power 
t ey would change little, they have adopted 
the most negative sort of conservatism. 

Until this year, politicians have rotated 
about these two poles like so many wooden 
horses on a carousel. That is why Adlai 
Steve is so refreshing an addition to 
national politics. 

Stevenson has none of the strident parti- 
sahship, the rigid thinking, or the banality 
toward maladministration shown by the 
current President, nor is he a chronic ad- 
dict of the. Big Oversimplification. His 
career as well as his speeches have inject- 
ed into politics a zeal for intellectual exer- 
tion and a faith.in the electorate’s judg- 
ment which, no matter how justified or 
successful, has made this campaign the 
most constructive in years. 

Many thought it would be Eisenhower 
who would freshen up American polities, 
but he has only added to its staleness. He 
has shown no knowledge of domestie af- 
fairs—his empty speeches only ve the 
deficiency—he has had no political expe- 
rience, and his campaign has wandered 
haphazardly from Peace to The Mess to 
his opponent’s sense of humor. - 


Some may say that a political novice is 
what the nation needs for a change. But 
what do these people say about the Gen- 
eral's glowing support for the re-election 
of men like McCarthy, who has not only 
been financially unethical—witness the 
Lustron case and his tax troubles—but 
morally dishonest as well? . 

What kind of President do they think 
Eisenhower will be if he permits the likes 
of Jenner to vilify those things and those 
people he considers sacrosanct? For want 
of a political adult, the G.O.P. Crusade has 
been compromised, reduced to sterility. 

The President's problems concern the 
future, and of the protagonists—Truman, 
Eisenhower and Stevenson—only the latter, 
so it seems, has campaigned with that in 
mind.

It is “normal in the 
sense that is occurs very common- 
ly with parents and teen-age 
children.

World's Best Record 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 

HE United States is the first nation in the world where 
T a prospective mother has better than 999 chances in 

1000 of living through childbirth. 

For the first-time in history, fewer than one mother in 

every thousand dies during childbirth. Most of this great 

progress has been made since 1930. 

There are variations in this rate in different parts of the 
country and with different groups of people. In Brooklyn, 
N.Y., childbirth has been this safe since 1946 and is becom- 
ing continually safer—although you can’t do much better than 
09.9 chances out of 100. Non-white people still have a ma- 
ternal death rate three times as high as for white women. 

x * * 

ALTHOUGH FEW REALIZED it was being fought, quite 
a battle has been won. Despite the present safety of mothers 
in the United States, it was not always so. As recently as 
1926 to 1928, the maternal death rate in the United States 
was greater than that of any other country on an international 
list. It was higher in the United States than in Australia, 
England and Wales, Ireland, Italy, Japan, New Zealand, Scot- 
land, and Sweden. 

Of course, comparing countries really isn’t realistic. 
You must consider that you are comparing nations of which 
some are po larger than counties in the United States and 
whose population is exclusively white. The entire. continental 
United States has a population many times that of the other 
countries in the list. Of the population 10 per cent are 
Negroes, who have a high maternal death rate. 

Thus, the fact that mothers in the United States now 
have babies more safely than mothers anywhere else im the 
world is a double-barreled victory. 

x x. ® 

SIMILARLY, the trend of infant mortality has been stead- 
ily downward. Just as the mothers now have almost a perfect 
chance of living through childbirth, 999 normal infants in 
every 1000 delivered live. Although as recently as 1933, 
6.2 babies died per 1000 births, now only one in every 1000 
dies. 

. Babies have the best chance ever of gr@wing up. In addi- 
tion to the risk of dying during or shortly after delivery, 
yesterday's babies faced many frightening dangers—diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, pneumonia, and other infectious 
diseases. : 

Diphtheria is now a rare disease. Deaths from enteritis 
and diarrhea have been cut 95 per cent. Although whooping 
cough killed 15,000 babies in 19%5, only one baby died out 
of 1547 having whooping cough in New York City in 1950. 
And similarly with most other infectious diseases of childhood. 

Although not all infectious diseases have been con- 
quered and an occasional mother still dies in childbirth, 
the record is'a heartening one. It is the best record in the 
world! at the present time.

For a time he would take 
only milk and water, but about 
three months ago he started to 
eat dried fruits, including prunes, 
raisins, peaches and apples, 
“The French and natives alike 
said we never would get Hugo 
to the United States alive, He be- 
came weak because of a shortage 
of vitamins, but was saved by the 


constant care of Mrs. Greer. She 
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
